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How the Government Can Help the 
Industrial Film Sponsor 


Lip service is often paid to the help which films of the kind now being made for industrial 

Sponsors can give in promoting exports. How that help can best be given is not always so clearly 

realized. The aim of this article 1s to show what part the Government services can play at 

a time when the Festival of Films in the Service of Industry at Harrogate is providing us with 
an opportunity to consider the whole subject. 


of documentary films began to be curtailed, those responsible for finding films with which 

to present our case overseas realized that if they were to get anything like the volume of 
films required, they would have to rely more than ever before on the acquisition of films made by 
private sponsors. Though the Government’s own production is no longer as meagre as it was in 
the early years of this decade, the acquisition programme remains of immense importance to the 
whole operation. 


Wie SOME EIGHT OR NINE YEARS ago the Government’s own production programme 


During the 12 months ending March 1959 the Central Office of Information screened over 
300 films from a variety of sources. All films which might possibly be used in the Government’s 
overseas film service were submitted to representatives of the Foreign Office, Commonwealth 
Relations Office, Colonial Office and the Board of ‘Trade. One hundred and eighteen were selected, 
45 per cent. more than in the previous year; 70 per cent. of these were produced by industrial 
sponsors. Consideration is given to where and how the films might be used — in what territories, 
whether for theatrical, non-theatrical or television showing, to general or specialized audiences — 
after which approaches are made to the sponsors to acquire the necessary rights. 


The costs of distribution overseas (i.e. the making of foreign language versions, the prints 
required, and the arrangements for putting these into use in the various ways) are borne by the 
Government. But the funds which the Government can afford for this purpose are seldom sufficient 
to allow the maximum possible use to be made of these films, and industrial sponsors are often willing 
to make a contribution themselves to the cost, thereby enabling their films to be distributed more 
widely or even (where films suitable only for specialized audiences are concerned) making it possible 
for films to be adopted which would otherwise be excluded. In recent years industrial sponsors have 
contributed nearly £42,000 for such purposes. 


Since the Government maintains information officers in most overseas countries and since most 
of its officers include in their activities a film operation, it can offer to those sponsors whose films 
it acquires facilities for distribution which are probably unparalleled. But there is an important 
practical limitation to what the Government can do, imposed (and this needs emphasis) not primarily 
as a matter of official policy but as a result of the distribution methods which the oversea information 
services find open to them. 


First there is theatrical distribution, i.e. the showing of films as part of a regular cinema pro- 
gramme. Next comes television distribution, i.e. the showing of films as part of the regular programme 
of a television station or network. Thirdly there is non-theatrical distribution, i.e. the loan of films

to the numerous groups in most countries which show films to 
members, more or less privately, in furtherance of a variety of soci 
political and cultural purposes. 


All three methods, as used by Government information office 
have in common the fact that the films are shown at no cost to t 
sponsor. 


Last year over 40 of the 53 countries where television stations 
in operation showed films offered to them by the British Governmen 
information officers. Many of these films had been acquired fre 
industrial sponsors. Some two and a half million people are estimat 
to have seen British information films in German cinemas, accordig 
to a recent annual report. During the first six months of distributic 
overseas ‘Adventure On,’ a Massey-Ferguson film about agricul 
machinery, had 593 non-theatrical showings in 25 countries. 
average annual non-theatrical audience in Australia is two milli

It has to be remembered, of course, that cinema renters, prog ‘amr 
managers in television stations and secretaries of groups will on 
take films for showing because they judge that they are likely to ente 
tain or at least interest the audiences for which they cater. The mome 
they judge that a film is likely to bore or excite consumer-resistane 
they will have nothing to do with it. 


This is what chiefly distinguishes these methods of distributie 
from the showing of films as advertisements in cinemas or on televisi¢ 
programmes, and also the showing of films to special groups chose 
and invited for the occasion. To get films shown by these methods, 
is not essential for them to be entertaining or interesting (tho 
they are likely to fail largely in their purpose if they are neithe 
What is essential is that the sponsor or his agent should be prepare 
to pay. The Government does not as a matter of policy, for obvic 
reasons, undertake the showing of advertising films for private firm 
any more than it arranges for the insertion of their press advertis¢ 
ments or posters. And it does not for a rather different reason ¢

concerned has no agent, branch or subsidiary. And if it has an agent 
or subsidiary, that body is, as a rule, much better q:.alified to organize 
the showing of a sales film than the official United Kingdom repre- 
sentative. For those who come to the showing are unlikely to buy the 
irm’s products simply on the strength of the film alone. ‘hey will 
want answers to many detailed questions about price, performance, 
delivery, etc. Knowing the answers to those questions should be 
part of the agent’s business; the official representative is far less 
likely to be able to deal with them effectively. Even if he is provided 
with a briefing by the firm, such documents have an uncanny habit 
of missing out the answer to the one question in which the buyer is 
really interested. 


As has been said, exceptions are easy to think of. And provided 
that the case for an exception can be made out, and that an official 
projector exists and can be made available and provided that the 
firm is ready to pay the bill (for there is no reason why the taxpayer 
should be asked to meet the cost of promotion where the profit 
from resulting sales will go into a private pocket), official posts are 
ilways willing to see whether they can manage to organize occasions 
of this kind. In any case, they are always glad to advise agents or 
local or travelling representatives about the people who might be 
invited to a special showing or about facilities for hiring halls and 
projectors as well as for procuring the entertainment which is a usual 
accompaniment of such occasions. Very often the Commercial 
Officer/Trade Commissioner or even the Ambassador/High Com- 
missioner can find the time to give visible support to such a showing 
by his presence. But as a rule this method of distributing a film is 
best arranged privately. In one or two countries, indeed, where an 
import duty is levied on all films not strictly of an educational char- 
acter, it cannot be arranged unless the sponsor is able and willing to 
make his own arrangements for having the film imported and the 


duty paid. 


We now come to the crux of the argument. Considerable as are the 
distribution facilities which the Government can put at the disposal 
of private sponsors of films, those facilities are only available (save 
for the exceptions mentioned in the previous paragraph) to films 
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which comply with certain conditions. 

The principal condition is that the film must be entertaining or 
informative and must contain little or no obvious advertising. Some 
large firms have made themselves household words in the field of 
documentary films by being content to sponsor films of high technical 
quality and interest in which the inclusion of the sponsor’s name in 
the credit titles is often the only tangible connection between the 
film and its sponsor’s products. Many qualified judges consider that 
this broadmindedness has paid handsome dividends, even in boosting 
product sales. But it is no criticism of a sponsor that he shall be unable 
to exercise such faith in what are undeniably long-term results; since 
it is he who finds the money, he has an unfettered right to exercise 
his commercial judgment in deciding how in his particular case that 
money will best be spent. If, however, he decides that his film must 
be wholly or mainly devoted to a description of his products, and 
wishes his name or trade mark to be prominently featured, he should 
realize that he is thereby in all probability depriving himself of the 
chance of having his film adopted and distributed by the Government, 
and he must be prepared to shoulder most of the work and cost of 
distribution himself (or else pay one of the several commercial firms 
specializing in this field to do it for him). 

Between these two extremes, however, there is a wide field for 
useful film-making. The Government is continually on the look-out 
for films that will earn admiration and respect for British industry, 
interestingly told stories of scientific and industrial achievement, of 
inventiveness, of superlative craftsmanship. Thus an engineering 
firm might sponsor a film illustrating some aspect of technological 
history, a furniture firm a film dealing with the interiors of famous 
British houses or a boat building firm a film about yacht racing. 


The borderline as to what the Government will or will not adopt 
is not rigid and those responsible for the overseas film operation do 
their best to apply it in a reasonable way. The evidence that they do 
so — and also that many industrial sponsors are producing films the 
overseas film service can use — is the large number of films that are 
regularly being ‘acquired.’ But as this article has tried to show, there 
are limits beyond which it is futile for them to go — though often the

stumbling block may consist of only a few feet of film which could be 
removed without much detriment to the rest. But such excision is 
much easier — and much less expensive — if it is done before the film 
is completed instead of afterwards. That is why the Films Division 
of the Central Office of Information is so anxious that producers should 
discuss scripts and treatment with them before shooting begins — or 
at least before the shots are assembled. And perhaps it is not too much 
to hope that producers in their preliminary discussions with sponsors 
about the general character of films which they are being com- 
missioned to make, will make clear the character of the choice which 
has been described in this article. 


British Export Trade Mission Visits Finland 


A TRADE MISSION organized by the London Chamber of Commerce 
flew to Helsinki on April 19 for discussions with the Finnish-British 
Trade Association, the Finnish Foreign Trade Agents’ Federation, 
the Finnish ‘Technical Trade Association, the Finnish Woodworking 
Industries Purchasing Committee and other important ‘trade groups. 


The mission, which has the support of the Board of Trade and the 
British Ambassador in Finland, will investigate ways and means of 
further stimulating British exports which, despite the success of the 
British Exhibition in Helsinki in 1957, have shown signs during the 
past year of losing ground in certain sectors against competition in 
the Finnish market from other countries. A report of the mission’s 
findings will be issued in due course and will comprise both general 
and particular recommendations to British exporters.

Three-Year Plan for Technical 
Education 


A NEW CAPITAL INVESTMENT programme planned to cost {£54 
million for technical education in the three years after 1961 has been 
announced by Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, Minister of Education. In 1 
circular to local education authorities Mr. Lloyd says that in order to 
maintain the momentum of advance in technical education, a building 
programme of £15 million will be approved for 1961-62 and that 
programmes for 1962-63 and 1963-64 will be provisionally set at the 
same figure. This total programme of £45 million is expected to 
involve consequential expenditure of £9 million on equipment. 


The new three-year programme. will provide for further increases 
in the output of advanced-students in science and technology beyoné 
the level of 15,000 a year which the plans announced in the 1956 
White Paper were designed to make possible; further expansion in 195 
educational provision for technicians and craftsmen to match the 
training opportunities which is industry’s task to provide for the 
growing number of young people who will be available for employ-| — 
ment; and improving existing facilities in the colleges not only for ext 
teaching but also for social and recreational purposes, including] ge] 
hostels. 


In the later two years of the programme it is proposed to give special] scr 
priority to building proposals for commercial education, and there] pri 
will also be some capital expenditure on art education. |

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Trends in Overseas Trade Little Changed in 
First Quarter of 1959 


OVERSEAS TRADE on both sides of the account rose in March from 
the seasonally low level of February. Imports at £322-5 million were 
nearly £31 million higher, although still a little below the level of 
January and the fourth quarter of 1958; the Easter holiday falling 
in the last few days of the month probably affected the figures to a 
slight extent. Exports rose by nearly £20 million to £270-7 million, 
very close to the level of January and the last quarter of 1958. Re- 
exports, where there was the usual increase in trade in furskins follow- 
ing the main London auctions, also rose by £24 million to £12°8 
million. The visible trade deficit, at £39-0 million, was £84 million 
aoe Saat in February, but close to the average rate of the last nine 
months. 

The March figures give no indication of much change in the general 
trends. As in both January and February, imports were slightly 
higher and exports slightly lower than in the corresponding month of 
last year (although exports were a little closer, at only 14 per cent. 
below March 1958, than in the preceding months). In neither case has 
the advance shown in the last quarter of 1958, which brought the value 
of exports to within 2 per cent. of a year earlier, and. the volume of 
imports to 5 per cent. above, been quite maintained so far this year. 
Exports to a number of important sterling area markets (and also to 
some Latin American countries) have fallen heavily in the first months 
of the year, more than offsetting improvements elsewhere. The 


| steepest part of this fall is now probably over, but it has still to be seen 


whether it will be followed by an early recovery or by a period of 
stability at the reduced level. For imports, both on account of the 
recent rise in market prices for several important commodities and in 
terms of volume, a rather bigger increase than so far this year seems 
fairly probable in the coming months. 


Exports 


While the individual commodity figures in March showed in 
many cases a return to around the January level there were less 
favourable figures for cotton textiles, steel and coal, where the general 
downward trends continued. Wool textiles did not maintain the 
spurt of the opening months of the year, and non-ferrous metals 
fell back after several months of rapid increase. On the other hand,

exports of petroleum products were at the best level for many months, 
deliveries of ships were above the low level of January and February, 
and there was a further increase in the shipments of iron and steel 
scrap which have arisen from the decline in United Kingdom steel 
production. 

In the first quarter as a whole exports were 24 per cent. lower in value 
than in the corresponding period of 1958. Prices were very slightly 
lower overall, but the main part of the decline was in volume. The 
largest falls in absolute terms were in textiles and steel. For wool 
textiles lowe1 prices — the working through of the major fall in raw 
wool prices - were mainly responsible, quantities being fairly well 
maintained, but for other textiles and for steel the reduction was 


chiefly in volume. ‘There was also some decline compared with a year 
ago in shipments of cars (despite the continued rapid increase in sales 
to North America), commercial vehicles and other road vehicles, 
heavy electrical equipment, miscellaneous consumer goods, foodstuffs, 
coal and petroleum. Exports in the very important division ‘Non- 
electric machinery’ were, however, unchanged. Increases compared 
with a year ago included aircraft and aeroplane engines, non-ferrous 
metals (considerable increases for both ‘straight’ metals and for many 
forms of semi-manufactures), ships, and iron and steel sciap. It is also 
notable that, against the overall trend, exports of chemicals con- 
tinued ‘the recovery which began last autumn and were slightly 
above the level of a year ago. 

Imports 

Besides the normal seasonal movements there were heavy imports 
of meat in March, and arrivals of dairy products, cereals and feeding- 
stuffs continued at high levels. Among raw materials, wool imports 
returned to their recent high level after a sharp fall in February, and 
there was a big increase in non-ferrous metals, but arrivals of cotton, 
rubber, and steelmaking materials remained depressed. 

The value of imports in the first quarter of 1959 was 14 per cent. 
above that of a year ago. The overall level of prices, practically 
unchanged for a year now, was fractionally below the opening months 
of 1958, but the volume of arrivals was about 2 per cent. higher. 
Imports of food, beverages and tobacco were 10 per cent. higher 
in value, the increase being about equally divided between higher 
prices and higher volume. For industrial materials (Class B plus Class 
D, Divisions 1-13), which in importance roughly equal the food group 
— each representing about 40 per cent. of total imports — the position 
was almost exactly the opposite. Imports so far this year have been 
9} per cent. less in value; the decline in prices, which continued in this 
sector throughout last year, accounted for nearly half the fall, but the 
volume of arrivals was also about 5 per cent. lower. ‘The quantity 
of imports of wool, woodpulp, oils and oilseeds and some non-ferrous 
metals has been running at higher levels this year, but these increases 
have been more than matched by the much lower levels for cotton, 
rubber, tin and nickel, and for steel and steelmaking materials. 

Thus in terms of the change from a year ago the two groups of 
food and industrial materials just about balance each other, and the 
small overall increase has come from the remaining 20 per cent. of 
imports which consist of fuels and finished manufactures. Imports 
of petroleum have continued to rise strongly, with an increase of 27 
per cent. in the quantity of crude oil. Finished manufactures (Class D, 
Divisions 14-23) showed an increase in total of 45 per cent; this, 
however, included a fall of £34 million in deliveries of ships and boats, 
and excluding this the increase was 9} per cent., much mm line with the 
general rate of growth for this group of imports in recent yeats. 
Re-exports 

Re-exports were 18 per cent. lower in value in the first quarter of 
1959 than a year ago. With the transfer of Russian purchasing of

In general, exports to the primary producing countries in the first 
quarter of 1959 were lower than a year ago, but an exception was the 
Middle East. There were substantial increases to Egypt, Israel and 
Iran, only partly offset by reductions to Iraq, Sudan and the Lebanon. 

Exports to many of the leading sterling area markets, already 
affected in the second half of last year following the earlier fall in 
commodity prices, were very markedly reduced in the first quarter 
of 1959. Only Ghana, Pakistan, Ceylon, Nigeria and also a few of 
the smaller Colonies took more of our exports than a year ago. Exports 
to New Zealand, South Africa, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Malaya and 
Singapore fell particularly heavily. 

Exports to Latin America, the other main primary producing 
region, were also lower than a year ago. The decline affected most

On the other hand, exports of non-ferrous 
‘metals continued to rise, with heavier shipments (+14 per cent. in 
quantity) of copper and alloys and semi-manufactures at higher 
prices than a year ago, more nickel and aluminium, and more than 
three times as much tin also at higher prices. ‘The United States and 
the Netherlands took most of the additional tin. In the metal manufac- 
tures division, nearly half the decline compared with the first quarter 
of 1958 was due to lower exports of arms and ammunition. 

Part of the fall in the value of textiles was attributable to lower 
prices for wool products. Shipments of wool tops and yarns were as 
Ibig in quantity as a year ago, but respectively 22 per cent. and 19 per 
cent. less in value. Wool fabrics were down by one-tenth in quantity 
but by one-fifth in value. The main reductions were in exports to the 
United States, Western Germany, South Africa and New Zealand, 
but Canada took more. In contrast to wool, cotton yarns and fabrics 
fell in value almost wholly because the quantities shipped were 
smaller. Exports to Australia, New Zealand and South Africa were 
severely affected, and shipments to most other African countries, 
0.E.E.C. countries, the Middle and Far East, and the Americas were 
down. Exports of other textiles were also well down compared with 
the first quarter of 1958. 


The main component of the ‘other manufactures’ group, chemicals, 
continued on a slightly rising trend this year. Most of the goods in the 
division showed increases, though synthetic detergents and fertilizers 
were down. India, the United States and most O.E.E.C. countries 
except France took more, but shipments to Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa suffered heavy reductions. Exports in the smaller 
divisions of ‘other manufactures’ were on balance lower than a year 
ago. Amongst items not shown in the table, exports of platinum almost 
doubled, and leather and works of art were higher, but musical 
instruments, toys, domestic refrigerators, furniture and prefabricated 
buildings declined. 

Half of the decline in exports of food, beverages and tobacco com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1958 was due to the fall-away in trade 
in live animals. Lower prices caused the reduction in the value of 
sugar exports; the quantity rose by 7 per cent. Exports of tobacco 
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to Commonwealth countries declined. In the fuels class, solid fuels 
continued to decline. Petroleum prices were on average lower than 
ayear ago and the fall in quantity was only 3 per cent. 


Imports 


The value of imports in the first quarter of 1959 was 1} per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1958. Import prices in the 
aggregate were fractionally lower than a year ago and the rise in value 
was due to a slightly bigger increase in volume. Food import prices 
have risen fairly steadily from the low point reached in the first 
quarter of last year but prices for basic materials and fuels continued 
to fall during 1958. The main changes in import unit prices in the 
first quarter of 1959 compared with a year earlier were:

The increase of 10 per cent. in the value of imports of food, 
beverages and tobacco arose from some big increases in half the 
divisions of the class, only partly offset by smaller reductions in the 
other half. ‘The outstanding increase was in cereals and feedingstuffs, 
where the rise of over one-third in value derived from heavier arrivals 
and also higher prices for some commodities. Meat imports were 
higher in value, despite a fall in quantity, owing to the big rise in 
beet prices. An increase of 20 per cent. in the quantity of butter from 
Australia and New Zealand was almost wholly offset by reductions 
from other sources, and the rise of 22 per cent. in the value of arrivals 
was almost wholly due to a recovery in prices from the low level of 
a vear ago. Cheese imports more than doubled in value mainly because 
of the sharp price rise. Fish imports included greatly increased 
arrivals of tinned salmon from Japan and Canada. Amongst imports

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which were down in value, fewer cattle arrived, there was less sugar, 
coffee and raw cocoa at lower prices, and tea prices were lower. 
Tobacco was down in quantity. 

In the basic materials class there were big falls in imports of three 
commodities (rubber, cotton, and metal ores), smaller falls in some 
others, and only small increases in the remainder. ‘The decrease in 
the quantity of rubber was similar to the decline in re-exports to the 
Soviet Union. With activity in the cotton industry much reduced, 
imports were down in quantity as well as price. Smaller imports of 
iron and manganese ore and a negligible quantity of iron and steel 
scrap reflected the lower level of steel production. Non-ferrous 
metal ores were also down in quantity. The revival in wool textile 
production on the other hand led to a recovery in arrivals of raw 
wool which were low a year ago, but with the fall in prices the value 
was 74 per cent. less. Though imports of softwood were greater in 
quantity this year, lower prices brought the value down, and hardwood 
was down in both quantity and price. The main increases in value 
in basic materials were in oils and oilseeds, woodpulp and raw jute. 

Amongst other materials mainly required for further industrial 
processing (Divisions 1-13 of Class D of the Trade Accounts) which 
were 4 per cent. less in value this year, the most striking change was

in imports of iron and steel which were less than half as much as a 
year ago. Other reductions included chemicals, plywood, and textiles 
(the quantity of cotton grey cloth was almost the same in total, an 
increase of 29 per cent. in arrivals from India and Hong Kong being 
offset by smaller quantities from China and Japan). The only significant 
increase in value in this group was in non-ferrous metals where copper 
prices were sul stantially higher and more aluminium, lead and zinc 
were imported. Arrivals of tin were however onlv one-tenth as much 
as last year when heavy purchases were being made by the Buffer 
Stock. 

Imports of coal dwindled further but crude petroleum increased by 
one-quarter in quantity and refined petroleum by one-twelfth. 
Petroleum prices were about 5 per cent. lower this year. 

Finished manufactures (Divisions 14-23 of Class D) continued to 
show a steady rise in value. Imports of aeroplane engines were double 
the figure for the first quarter of 1958 and the increase was sufficient 
to account for the whole of the rise in machinery other than electric. 
Machine tools fell by one-fifth. The sharp rise in electric machinery, 
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apparatus, etc. was well spread over most types of equipment. Impon 
of cars were one-third higher this year (at a rate of £6 million pp 
annum) and motor cycles, scooters and tricars rose by one-fifth, ak 
to a rate of £6 million per annum.

First European Country to Develop Zinc 


‘England was the first European country to develop the manufacture 
of zinc —- more than 200 years ago-—and I believe that this was 
associated with a development of East-West trade, as England im- 
ported Chinese ores and metal. Our smelting industry is still making 
progress. For instance, it has discovered a mew process which | 
understand our visitors have seen and which is interesting many zinc 
producers all over the world. Although the Soviet population is about 
four times the size of that of the United Kingdom, its consumption 
of zinc —so it is believed, is at present no larger than ours. Then 
we have the London Metal Exchange, whose quotations are widely 
used throughout the world as a basis for buying and selling zinc and 
certain other non-ferrous metals. Indeed, the British zinc industry 
has friends and connections all over the world, particularly with 
Canada and Australia, who send us the bulk of our imports of zinc 
concentrates and metal. However, our imports from the U.S.S.R. of 
zinc metal have more than doubled in the last four years. In 1958, they 
came to something like {2 million. I do not know whether this trend 
will continue. I have heard forecasts that after a few vears the Soviet 
Union may become a large net importer of zinc, notwithstanding the 
increase of production which is planned. 


‘Turning for a moment from zinc to Anglo-Soviet trade generally 
I should like to say that we are looking forward to sending a Trade 
Mission to the Soviet Union and Her Majesty’s Government hope 
soon to be able to make an announcement about this.’

Salesmen in Russia 


How DoOEs the small British business sell goods to the factories and 
shops of the Soviet Union? The answer appears to be that he has to 
go through the permanent trade commission of the Soviet Union with 
headquarters in London. This problem came up for discussion when 
the Commercial Secretary of the Soviet Embassy recently visited 
Balham and Tooting College of Commerce, Tooting Broadway, 
London, S.W.17, and talked to a group of businessmen about trade 
between Britain and Russia. 


This was the first of a series of six meetings specially arranged by 
the College on ‘Problems of Export Policy’. This week, a member of 
the West German Embassy will be speaking, and representatives 
from Sweden, the United States and Brazil will follow. 


The College is providing these meetings as part of its new pro- 
gramme of short courses designed to help all levels of people in 
industry and commerce. The full programme of these courses un- 
connected with examinations will operate from next September and 
details may be obtained from the College. 


E.C.G.D. Resumes Credit Insurance Cover 
for Trade with Egypt 


FOLLOWING conclusion of the financial agreement between the United 
Kingdom and Egypt, the Export Credits Guarantee Department has 
now established adequate sources of status information on Egyptian 
buyers, and is resuming cover for trade with Egypt forthwith. 


Cover will apply, according to the type of policy, to contracts or to 
shipments made after April 20, but holders of comprehensive guarantee 
policies giving cover from date of contract are given the opportunity 
of offering for cover all eligible contracts in hand but not yet shipped on 
April 20: ECGD will not however be liable for loss arising from 
an event or cause of loss before that date. 

Contracts outside the field of the Comprehensive Guarantee will 
be considered for cover on their individual merits. ECGD suspended 
cover for further Egyptian business on August 2, 1956. 


Wool Disposals 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that sales of wool from the stock- 
pile will be resumed on a limited scale at the London auctions which 
begin on May 27. Further limited sales will be made at an even rate 
during the remainder of the year ending March 31, 1960. Sales will, 
as in the past, be carried out on the Board’s behalf by the British 
Wool Federation. 

The Board announced on April 1, 1958, that no wool would be 
offered at the London May sales and that an announcement about 
further disposals would be made later. No sales have been made in 
the intervening period.

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New Dollar Sales Experiment Goes into 
Operation in May 


LORD ROOTES, Chairman of the Dollar Exports Council, leaving 
London in a Comet on April 18 for a tour of the United States, 
Canada and the Carribean, announced that a team of nine young 
executives from British consumer goods industries would be flying 
gut from London on May 4 to spend 10 weeks gaining experience in 
American and Canadian department stores from the East to the West 
coasts. 


They will sell goods across the counter and talk to the North 
American housewife — and carefully note her opinions and prejudices, 
likes and dislikes about the goods she buys. They will also work side 
by side with Americans and Canadians in other departments such as 
packaging and advertising, to gain a complete insight into North 
American business and trends. 

These ‘observers’ — designers, technicians, advertising and sales 
fepresentatives, all under the age of 30 — have been specially chosen 
for this experiment designed to boost the sale of British consumer 
gods in the dollar markets. The idea was first put forward at the 
Dollar Exports Council’s conference at Eastbourne in December by 
Mr. Joseph P. Kaspar, a prominent merchant in New York, who 
dered to help young British executives to get first hand experience in 
his stores (see Board of Trade Journal, December 12, 1958, page 1225).

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E.C.G.D. Secures Confidence in Export 
Field 


Mr. JOHN VAUGHAN MORGAN, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
speaking in London on April 15 at the luncheon of the Association of 
British Manufacturers of Printers’ Machinery, said he had been told 
that the credit facilities available to our exporters were not as good 
as those enjoyed by their competitors. ‘Obviously,’ he said, ‘every 
country’s methods and procedures vary, but I do not honestly believe 
that in the provision of finance for export on the terms suitable to 
supply credit, our people are at any disadvantage, particularly in 
today’s conditions of expansion. 

The Minister said it was the bankers, not the Government, whose 
job it was to provide the finance. What the Government did — and 
lots of people who should did not understand this — was to provide 
credit insurance facilities through the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department. That Department, by taking the risk out of credit-giving 
abroad, gave the exporter and his banker the necessary security so 
as to operate with confidence in this tricky field. 


E.C.G.D. was sometimes the subject of criticism, ‘almost always 
misgiuded or misinformed.’ It was the largest export credit insurance 
organization in the world. The proportion of export credit which was 
insured with it increased every year and he was certain that the 
facilities were at least as good as those available to our competitors. 
In many respects they were a great deal better. 

‘Last week I met an American banker who complained that their 
exporters had no comparable service to E.C.G.D. and were gravely 
handicapped by the fact. ‘There may be people here today who are 
critical of E.C.G.D’s facilities. If so, I can only say that we welcome 
any constructive suggestions and will always try and deal with any 
complaints fairly and reasonably.’ 

It should be remembered that E.C.G.D. is not a charitable institu- 
tion nor a profit making organization. It had to steer a middle course 
and pay its way. 

If it made a loss it was subsidizing exports, which was wrong. 


If it made a profit it was handicapping exporters, which was equally 
wrong. 


World Business Leaders at Washington 
Conference 


About 1,000 leading businessmen from 38 countries in addition 
to observers from intergovernmental organizations attended the 17th 
Biennial Congress of the International Chamber of Commerce in 
Washington D.C. this week. ‘The conference which closes tomorrow 
was also attended by representatives from UNO, GATT, the World 
Bank, the International Monetary Fund and other organization 
associated with the promotion of world trade. 

The British delegation led by Mr. J. L. S. Steel (Director, Im- 
perial Chemical Industries Limited) included Viscount Runciman 
(Director, Walter Runciman & Company Ltd.), Sir Jeremy Raisman 
(Deputy Chairman, Lloyds Bank Limited) and Mr. Duncan M. 
Oppenheim (Chairman, British-American ‘Tobacco Company Ltd.), 
who are members of the ICC Council. The 55 British delegates, 
many of them nominated by their industrial, trade or professional 
organizations in the membership of the British National Committee 
of the ICC, provided a strong representation of this country’s interests 
not only in industry and commerce but also in shipping, banking, 
insurance and advertising.

The Prime Minister assured the deputation that the Government 
were very mindful of the difficulties of the industry and were at this 
moment engaged in discussions with the Cotton Board. He hoped 


that it would be possible for the Government to make a statement in 
the near future. 


Deputation from Whitburn Sees 
Parliamentary Secretary 


Mr. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, on 
April 14, saw a deputation from the Burgh of Whitburn, West 
Lothian, consisting of Mr. J. Taylor, M.P., Mr. J. W. Caldwell, 
the Town Clerk, Mr. John Boyle, and Councillor Brown. 

The meeting discussed the industrial situation in the Burgh of 
Whitburn and surrounding district, and the need to attract new 
industries to the Burgh. The Parliamentary Secretary assured the 
deputation that the Board of Trade were aware of their special 
problems particularly those arising from the decline in the shale oil 


and coal mining industries. The Board would welcome new industry 
in the area. 


Government Factory Building in North 
Lanarkshire 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on Tuesday that approval has 
been given to the erection of a 35,000 sq. ft. factory block on the 
Greenhill Estate, Coatbridge, which will be leased to two firms who 
expect to employ about 450 persons within six months of occupation 
of the premises rising in due course to over 600.

Britain Keeps Pace with World Engineering Expansion 


BRITAIN’S SHOP-WINDOW for the engineering industry, — the 
Engineering, Marine, Welding and Nuclear Energy Exhibition — dis- 
plays the latest advances and progress in every branch of the industry. 
The fair opened at Olympia, London, on April 16 (closing Thursday 
next) and many of the 500 exhibitors are showing entirely new equip- 
ment in the numerous facets of the three branches of engineering — 
ship-building, welding, and nuclear energy. 


Opening the Fair, Sir Edward W. Thompson, President of the Ex- 
hibition and president of the British Engineers’ Association, said that 
the industry in Britain had more than kept pace with the rapid ex- 
pansion of industry throughout the world. In the country to-day one 
out of every seven employed persons engaged in engineering, and the 
gross output of the industry had reached an annual value of £6,000 
million. 


Sir Edward said: “The fact that more than a third of the exhibitors 
here at Olympia, including firms who make pumps, valves, oil engines, 
filters, special metals, seals, lubricants and a host of other conventional 
equipment, have also developed a range of products specially designed 
or modified for use for atomic energy, amply demonstrates that the 
nuclear engineering industry exists as a projection of conventional 
engineering.’ 

One section of the exhibition, went on Sir Edward, was devoted to 
welding, a branch of engineering technology in which some spec- 
tacular advances had been made during the past two years. There 
were two main reasons for this. The first was the rapid growth of 
automation throughout the industry which had resulted in a great 
many new types of multi-head automatic welding machines designed 
for special purposes. The second was the achievement of extremely 
high quality in the welding of both new and conventional material 
for atomic reactors. 


British Designers Meet Challenge 


Among the problems presented by this branch of engineering was 
the need to discover ways of fabricating, for example reactor fuel cans, 
out of new and highly recalcitrant metals, which had to withstand 
exceptional conditions of temperature, pressure and radioactivity in 
a reactor core. British designers of welding equipment had met this 
challenge. Out of 60,000 magnesium fuel cans searchingly tested after 
fabrication, only seven were rejected. In the construction of the re- 
actor pressure vessels also, unusually high standards were demanded 
of the welding industry, and new techniques to meet these were con- 
tinually being developed. 

Sir Edward dealt finally with education. He said that without edu- 
cation the rapid growth of engineering in this country could not have 
been achieved. Over the years, all the major engineering firms had 
established excellent apprentice training schemes. While there was 
no sense of complacency, it was a source of some pride that 90 per 


cent. of the apprentices employed by engineering firms in Britain were 
given facilities to continue their technical studies during the firms’ 
normal working hours, compared with 35 per cent. in industry as a 
whole. 


Many of the exhibits were unusual and spectacular. The Royal Navy 
had on show a full scale replica of the machinery control room of the 
‘Ashanti’ class frigate with automatic and remote control. Harland and 
Wolff Limited showed a model of the 45,000 tons liner ‘Canberra’ 
which they are in process of building for the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company. This liner it is claimed is the largest 
passenger vessel to be built in the United Kingdom since the war. 
On the stand of Mono Pumps Limited was a steel and plastic pump 
which forms part of an artificial heart during surgical operations. 


On the Decca Radar Limited stand was a model showing ships 
moving up an estuary with above them a true motion radar picture 
showing exactly what was happening. One of the exhibits displayed by 
H.M. Hobson was a light-weight master/slave manipulator for radio- 
isotopes, which it is claimed can do anything from threading a needle 
to combing a girl’s hair. The Eutectic Welding Alloys Company 
Limited demonstrated a machine with special alloy electrodes, which 
deposit top quality high speed steel for the manufacturing of cutting 
tools on a site. 


More than 250,000 square feet of stand space occupied the whole of 
Olympia consisting of three halls and galleries and more than 1,000 
product classifications were listed in the exhibition catalogue. Before 
the exhibition closes it is expected that buyers from more than 70 
countries will have visited the exhibition to place orders and to study 
the progress which has taken place since the 1957 fair.

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Chemicals, Oil and Gas from Coal : 
New Investigation 


SIR IAN HOROBIN, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Power, in a written answer, stated in Parliament on April 16 that 
the Ministry of Power, in conjunction with other Government 
Departments and outside interests, had been carrying out research 
and development work on the problems of processing coals to produce 
efficiently chemicals, gas for fuel purposes, and various types of 
hydrocarbon oils. In view of the need to make the best use of our coal 
resources, it was felt that the time had come when this work and any 
other possibilities which might offer prospects of expanding the use 


ef coal for these purposes should be reviewed by an authoritative 
and independent body. 


He had accordingly decided, after consultation with Sir Alexander 
Fleck, Chairman of his Scientific Advisory Council, to set up a 
Committee with the following terms of reference: “To review the 
work that has been done in recent years on the development of pro- 
cesses in which coal is the basic raw material and which will produce 
marketable products of a chemical or a gaseous or liquid hydrocarbon 
type; and to make recommendations as to the direction of further 
research and development work on any such processes which appear 
to the Committee to hold promise of industrial application and as to 


the type of organization or organizations best suited to carry out such 
work.’

Water Gas Plant for Australia 


The Power-Gas Corporation (Australasia) Pty. Limited, Australian 
subsidiary of The Power-Gas Corporation Limited of Stockton-on- 
Tees, has received an order worth £A.800,000 for one unit of car- 
buretted water gas plant from the Australian Gas Light Company 
for their Mortlake Works, Sydney. The unit will have a normal 
capacity of 9,000,000 cu. ft. of 550 B.t.u. gas per day, with a peak 
load capacity of 12,000,000 cu. ft. per day. It is believed to be the 
largest single unit of C.W.G. plant ordered in the world. The unit 
will incorporate a generator of the dry base type and will utilize the 
reverse flow carburetting system, for the use of heavy oil. A unique 
feature of the plant is that, except for certain control equipment, it 
will not be housed, thus following a similar trend adopted in recent 
years for catalytic oil gas plants. Many novel features are included in 
the mechanization and instrumentation of this plant with a view to 
keeping labour requirements to a minimum. The contract included all 
the civil engineering work and a column guided gasholder. The site 
is to be laid out for future extensions and the plant itself is planned 
for completion by about mid 1960. Special equipment will be 
manufactured and the engineering will be carried out at Stockton-on- 
Tees. The Power Gas Corporation Limited, through its Australian 
subsidiary has engineered and installed over 20 units of carburetted 
water gas plant in Australia. Apart fiom contracts for gas works and 
chemical plant The Power-Gas Group of companies are at present 
engaged in Australia on the design, manufacture and erection of 
No. 4 blast furnace plant at Port Kembla, which on completion will 
be the largest in the Southern Hemisphere. 


British Skirts for Iron Curtain Country 


An order for skirts, worth £17,000, has been placed with the 
Co-operative Wholesale Society by the Hungarian Co-Operative

Fall in Capital Expenditure in Fourth Quarter of 195! 


IN THE FINAL QUARTER of 1958 fixed capital expenditure by 
manufacturing industry was 5 per cent. lower than during the corres- 
ponding period of 1957, while expenditure by ‘Other industries and 
services’ (a) was 7 per cent. higher. Taken together these two broad 
groups of industries showed a fall of 1 per cent. in the fourth quarter 
of 1958, but an increase of 2 per cent. in 1958 as a whole compared 
with 1957. These revised estimates of fixed capital expenditure have 
been made from information received from companies contributing 
to the Board’s sample inquiry (b). 


Manufacturing Industry 


The larger percentage fall in manufacturing industry’s capital ex- 
penditure in the fourth quarter of 1958 compared with that in the 
third quarter was mainly due to a fall of 2 per cent. in expenditure on 
plant and machinery, following an increase of a similar amount during 
the previous quarter. Expenditure on vehicles showed a larger pro- 
portionate swing (from an increase of 10 per cent. to a decrease of 
6 per cent.), but this expenditure accounts only for a small proportion 
of total expenditure. Expenditure on building work showed a decrease 
of about a tenth in both quarters. The volume of expenditure at 1954 
prices is estimated to have been 6 per cent. lower in the fourth quarter 


than a year earlier, compared with a decrease of 4 per cent. in the third 
quarter. 


These estimates for manufacturing industry include, as do those in 
the National Income Blue Book, Government expenditure on research 
and development. If this expenditure is excluded, the rest of manufac- 
turing industry, which consists almost entirely of the private sector, 
showed a decrease of 3 per cent., compared with an increase of 2 per 
cent. in the third quarter. ‘The percentage changes in total expenditure 
during the quarters of 1958, compared with a year earlier for all 
manufacturing industry, and excluding Government expenditure on 
research and development, are as follows:

During 1958 as a whole total expenditure by manufacturing industry 
at £936 million was 2 per cent. lower than a year earlier, compared with 
an increase of a tenth in 1957 and increases of about a fifth in the two 
previous years. Expenditure on plant and machinery was the same in 
1958 as in 1957, and expenditure on building work was lower. There 
was an increase of about a fifth in expenditure on vehicles, but this 
took place almost entirely in the first half of the year when the large 
increases Over a year earlier were due to the low level of expenditure 
during the first half of 1957 caused by the aftermath of the Suez crisis. 
The volume of expenditure at 1954 prices was 5 per cent. lower in 
1958, compared with an increase of 5 per cent. in 1957. Although 
the exclusion of Government expenditure on research and develop- 


ment makes a significant difference to the percentage changes durin; 
some of the quarters of 1958, for the year as a whole it makes only; 
slight difference, resulting in a decrease at current prices of 1 pe 
cent., and at 1954 prices one of 4 per cent. 


Of the broad groups of industries shown separately in table 3 son, 
particularly the food, drink and tobacco group of trades, show increas 
between 1957 and 1958. Of those showing decreases the most notab} 
was the vehicle trades whose expenditure was £25 million, or over; 
quarter lower. This more than accounted for the decrease in tot, 
expenditure by manufacturing industry. 


The figures for 1957 and the first three quarters of 1958 of the changy 
in manufacturers’ capital expenditure given in the tables have bee 
revised compared with those previously published. The figures fy 
1957 have been revised to be consistent with the annual estimates ¢ 
expenditure obtained from the provisional results of the census ¢ 
production for 1957, in the same way that the figures for 1955 anj 
1956 had previously been revised (b). A number of additional many, 
facturing companies agreed towards the end of 1958 to contribute 1 
the quarterly inquiries and figures of their expenditure during eae 
of the quarters of 1958 have now been included in the calculation 
with the result that the estimates for the first three quarters of th 
year previously published have been revised. 


Other Industries and Services 


Total capital expenditure by ‘Other industries and services’ in th 
last quarter of 1958 showed an increase of 7 per cent. over a yey 
earlier compared with 4 per cent. in the third quarter. Expenditur 
on new building work was 9 per cent. higher than in the last quarte 
of 1957; investment in plant and machinery was 7 per cent. more; ani 
outlay on vehicles 5 per cent. more. 


For the year as a whole, the capital expenditure of ‘Other industrie 
and services’ is estimated to have risen by 9 per cent. compared with 
7 per cent. in 1956 and 6 per cent. in 1957. 


In the first half of 1958 the capital expenditure of these industrie 
was characterized by a markedly higher expenditure on plant and mach: 
inery and vehicles than in 1957 and a lower level of expenditure on nev 
building, but in the second half outlays on plant and machinery ané 
vehicles showed much smaller increases and investment in new build. 
ing work was higher than in 1957. In the year as a whole expenditure o 
new building work was 1 per cent. less than in 1957. Outlay on vehicle 
rose by 19 per cent. in contrast to the fall of 4 per cent. in 1957 whe 
purchases were particularly affected by the Suez crisis. Plant an¢ 
machinery showed much the same increase in both years, 11 per cent 
in 1958 as against 12 per cent. in 1957. The volume of capital expen: 
diture by ‘Other industries and services’ is estimated to have been 
at 1954 prices, 7 per cent. higher in 1958 than in 1957.

THe 13TH ISSUE of the half-yearly Digest ‘Digest of Scottish 
Statistics,” prepared by the Scottish Statistical Office, St. Andrew’s 
House, Edinburgh, has been published by H.M. Stationery Office 
iprice 5s.). It comprises 52 tables grouped in seven main sections 
elating to industrial activity (18 tables), transport and communica- 
on (9), labour (6), population and vital statistics (3), the social 
grvices (8), finance (4) and miscellaneous (4). 


The industrial activity section includes the Index of Industrial 
Production in Scotland (average 1948 = 100) which shows that, 
ompared with 1957, quarterly output declined by 2, 4, 5 and 6 points, 
the average for the year being 124 or 3 per cent. less than the previous 
yar. Manufacturing industry as a whole was down by about 3 per 
ent. also, mining and quarrying declined by 84 per cent. and building 
yd contracting showed a small reduction (less than 1 per cent.). 
The output of the gas, electricity and water industries together was 
}} per cent. better than in 1957, mainly because of a 7 per cent. rise in 
dectricity generation. Concurrent with the overall reduction in pro- 
duction there was a marked increase in unemployment. The unem- 
sloyment percentage, which in 1957 averaged 2-6, rose to an average of 
}7 in 1958, the end year level being 4-4. In February of this year it 
rached 5-4, but there was a decline to 4°8 in March. 


Some of the tables on coal, coke, gas, electricity and oil indicate the 
changes taking place in the inland consumption of different fuels. 
Comparing 1958 with 1957, the consumption of coal fell by 6 per cent., 
ff coke by 9 per cent. and of gas by 2 per cent.; but sales of electricity 
nse by 8 per cent. and consumption of petroleum used mainly for 
jomestic and industrial purposes (burning oil, fuel oil and gas/diesel 
wther than for road vehicles) rose by 25 per cent. 


The finance section includes a table analyzing local authorities’ 
nmcome and expenditure 1952/53 to 1956/57 with a partial analysis 
fr 1957/58. Since 1952/53 total capital expenditure has been 
rlatively static, but revenue account expenditure has increased by 
wer 50 per cent.

Radio-frequency cables for domestic TV and VHF aerials 
and feeder connectors (B.S. 3041) 


Efficient aerial feeder cables and connectors are essential to the full 
¢njoyment of television and very high frequency sound broadcasting. 
Hence the importance to the radio and television industry, its dealers 
nnd, in turn, consumers, of these two new British Standards for 
wrial feeder cable and aerial feeder connectors. 


B.S. 3040, Radio-frequency cables for use with domestic 
television and VHF broadcast receiving aerials. This 14-page 
publication specifies dimensional and performance requirements, 
together with methods of test. There are ‘schedule sheets’ which 
specify the construction, dimensions and electrical characteristics 
of each of the following types of cable: 


1. Radio-frequency coaxial cables having a nominal impedance of 
75 ohms and nominal diameters over dielectric of 0.128 in. 
and 0.200 in. 

2. Radio-frequency balanced twin cables having a nominal im- 
pedance of 75 ohms and a nominal major dimension of 
0-160 in. 

Connectors for use with these cables are specified in B.S. 3041 

(synopsized below). 


B.S. 3041, Television and VHF broadcast receiving aerial 
feeder connectors. This 6-page publication deals with two types of 
feeder connector, each suitable for use with the forms of aerial feeder 
table specified in B.S. 3040 (see synopsis above). 


Type 1.—This is a coaxial connector for use with coaxial cables 
having a characteristic impedance of between 50 and 100 ohms.

The standard specifies requirements for contact-resistance but not 
for contact finishes.

Untreated asbestos paper for electrical purposes 


B.S. 3057 deals with untreated asbestos paper for electrical 
purposes. The paper is intended for use as electrical insulation 
and the specified nominal thicknesses range from 5-10 mils. 


Two types of paper are classified depending upon the amount of 
organic binder used. The second type has an increased mechanical 
strength and a minimum number of conducting paths. 


Among the tests laid down are those for substance, electric strength, 
tensile strength, bursting strength, moisture content, freedom from 
conducting paths and loss of weight on ignition after drying. A recom- 
mended form of pneumatic tester for the bursting strength test is 
described, and it is hoped that this form of tester will eventually be 
adopted as standard throughout the industry. 


The 21-page specification is issued under the authority of the 
Electrical Industry Standards Committee, and is based on a report 
prepared by the Electrical Research Association. The methods of 
test in the standard are based — where applicable — on those of the 
British Paper and Board Makers Association.

HE PROBLEMS connected with running a trade show are well 
known and are perhaps exaggerated. It is sometimes thought that 
considerable financial assistance and the services of professional 
prganizers must be available before a show is possible. It is the 
experience of Filipino, American and British firms in Manila which 
have trade connections with the United Kingdom and of the Embassy 
here that in fact neither is necessary, much as financial help from 
ther than local sources can assist. Since such a show, especially in 
re distant countries where exhibitions are rarely seen, can do much 
increase the local interest in and knowledge of British goods and 
ervices, the experience that we have had of running two British 
tade shows in Manila might be of more than parochial interest. 


The objective of any trade show is, of course, to increase trade but 
he way in-which an exhibition can achieve its maximum impact needs 
pnsideration. The limited space available (about 17,000 square feet) 
kd us to exclude vehicles, tractors and agricultural machinery from 
his last show, held in Manila in March 1959. It was hoped that these 
pould be exhibited at a later show. For the rest, we decided that the 
how should deal not only with direct imports but also with those 
bods which were assembled or partly manufactured in the Philippines 
sing British components, and articles which were completely manu- 
wctured here with British machinery or from British raw materials. 
lhe emphasis was thus on the mutual benefits of trade and because 
{ this the show was called a Philippine-British Trade Show. We were 
rtunate in that a largely Filipino civic organization agreed to sponsor 
: show and to hold an inaugural luncheon. 


Clearly before a show is planned potential exhibitors and the 
ommercial officer must get together to make sure that there is enough 
peal enthusiasm to make the holding of a show a practical proposition 
nd, which is most important, to make the show self-supporting. 
nce it has been decided to go ahead a tentative date and site have to 





be fixed. We found it useful also to decide at this stage that the general 
arrangements for the show should be handled in the first place by the 
Commercial Section of the Embassy. In addition, since it was not 
practicable to make any charge for entrance to an exhibition and since 
the revenue had therefore to come entirely from the rents of floor 
space, each prospective exhibitor was asked to give an idea of the size 
of his stand so that a rough estimate of the scale of rent charges could 
be prepared. 


Time an Important Factor 

Because the shipping time from the United Kingdom to Manila is 
considerable the work of ensuring that there was enough material to 
display had to begin early. Firms got into touch with their trade 
connections in the United Kingdom to ask for demonstration and 
publicity material including films. Such material could be consigned 
officially to the Embassy. They examined their supply arrangements 
to make sure that they would have sufficient goods in stock to produce 
a well balanced and attractive display at the time of the show. Plenty 
of time must be allowed for this. We found that despite quite a few 
months’ notice some material arrived after the show was over. The 
Commercial Section consulted the Board of Trade to find out whether 
a central exhibit could be provided from Government sources and 
asked for general publicity material. We found that running an exhibi- 
tion gave us a very useful opportunity to place articles in the local 
press about British industrial and commercial achievements. Photo- 
graphs to illustrate such articles are, of course, essential and if the 
articles themselves can be provided much time can be saved. 

Any trade show run in this way must inevitably rely almost entirely 
on established trade connections. We thought, however, that United 
Kingdom firms not already in the market should have an opportunity 
to send us trade literature for display. The Board of Trade arranged

The meeti 
concentrated primarily on how advance publicity was to be c 
ordinated. It was agreed that each exhibitor should devote his no 
advertising campaign to publicizing the show and that gene 
publicity both in the press and by means of posters distribut 
throughout the country should be arranged by the Embassy a 
paid for from the central fund. Various publicity attractions w 
considered. With the co-operation of B.O.A.C. and their local agen 
it was fortunately possible to arrange for the visit to Manila of 
Comet IV airliner on the third day of the show. 


After the meeting a questionnaire was sent to each exhibitor asking 
for information about all the necessary points of detail such as thé 
insurance valuation, the number of electric points needed and th 
total load that would have to be carried, which had to be known befo 
the show. 





Preparation of Stands 


At this stage the individual exhibitors started preparing thei 
stands. Many of them used their own labour. ‘The central budget, 
which was kept as low as possible, could not undertake the expens 
of providing stands of a uniform pattern throughout the exhibitios 
nor indeed did we wish for such uniformity. The only stipulation 
we made was that exhibits in the central part of the exhibition ha 
should not be higher than four feet and that, for local reasons, w 
exhibits should be free standing. The Embassy agreed to provid 
an information booth to be manned (without payment) by the loc

engaged staff of the Commercial Section in their spare time and by 
the wives of members of the Embassy. It also undertook the arrange- 
iments for inviting guests to the inaugural lunch. The President of the 
Philippines kindly consented to attend the lunch and to open the 
ehibition. Both the Foreign Secretary and the Secretary of Trade 
and Commerce as well as other prominent Filipinos also accepted 
invitations to attend. 


In order to cope with the mounting clerical work involved, not 
only in correspondence about the details of the show but in preparing 
the necessary reference lists for the information booth, additional 
derical help was engaged and paid for out of the central fund. 


The work of getting the exhibits erected and ready in time followed 
vhat I imagine to be the usual pattern. An hour before the formal 
pening despair was visible on a number of faces. However, almost 
on the stroke of the hour the hall cleared and was ready for the 
President’s tour of the exhibits. From then on the show was open to 
the public which thronged to see the stands and the films of industrial 
ind general interest which were shown in pre-arranged programmes 
it two-hourly intervals. 


Last Minute Rush 


The results of any trade show are difficult to evaluate when it has 
oly just closed. This is especially true of the Manila show because 
the amount of foreign exchange available for imports is limited. Some 
rsults are, however, already known. At a conservative estimate, 
between 15,000 and 20,000 people have seen the products of well over 
00 British firms. Still more people have been reached by the sub- 
stantial amount of free publicity given to the show by all the local 
newspapers. Many visitors have expressed, as did one provincial 
governor, their astonishment at the range and diversity of goods 
which Britain can supply. In addition some companies received a 
satisfactory number of definite orders and others have had interesting 
inquiries which they are now following up. All this has been done in 
one of the most expensive cities in the world for about £7,000 exclud- 
ing transport costs from the United Kingdom and the cost of the

pamphlets which were sent out but including everything spent in 
Manila.

Americans are Buying More Imported Cars 


A Special Report from the British Consulate General in New York 





The Vanwall, Britain’s world champion Grand Prix racing ‘car, attracted much 

attention at the New York Show. Mr. David Yorke, director of the Vanwall

‘THE NEW YORK Coliseum’s International Automobile Show has 
now become the most important occasion for the display, to the 
American public and to the trade, of foreign-made cars. This year’s 
show, the third in succession at the Coliseum, features 68 different 
makes from the United States, United Kingdom, France, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Italy, Sweden, Japan and The Netherlands. The show 
also includes motor cycles, motor scooters, accessories, fuels, lubri- 
cants, and sports car publications. One has only to spend a few minutes 
among the crowds at the Coliseum (the show is open to the public 
and has no restricted period for the trade) to realize that foreign-made 
cars, only a few years ago regarded as freaks to divert the eccentric 
or the rich, are now accepted as part of the ‘American way of life.’ 


Last year, in writing about this same show, it was noted that 
foreign cars had become a highly topical subject for discussion and 
comment in America. ‘This year, the most important fact is that the 
International Automobile Show is being held in the knowledge that, 
after prolonged uncertainty, the two giants of the American manu- 
facturing world, General Motors and Ford, as well, probably, as the 
Chrysler Corporation, will before the end of 1959 themselves have 
smaller cars in production. Striking material successes have already 
been achieved domestically by the Studebaker Lark and American 
Motors Rambler, both smaller than standard U.S. models. In short, 
America has adopted the smaller and more economical car. The 
principal question last year was ‘Will the Americans produce an 
economy car?’ ‘lhe answer has now been given and this, in turn, 
poses a new question: ‘How will this affect foreign and, particularly, 
British exports?’ 


Cars were in 1958, as in 1957, the U.K’s most important export to 
the U.S. And in 1958 the U.K. led all foreign countries in exports 
of cars to this country, both as regards total numbers sold and dollar 
earnings therefrom. ‘The U.K. led in dollar volume in 1957 also, but 
was narrowly beaten by the Germans in the total number of cars sold. 


A Great Advantage 

It is perhaps the greatest fundamental advantage of the British car 
exporting industry that it is so widely diversified. Far from all the 
eggs being in one basket, or type, British vehicles sold here with 
success range from the luxurious Rolls Royce and Bentley (whose 
original advertisements in the American press became a topic of 
general conversation last year) to the small family units produced by 
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the B.M.C., Ford and Rootes organizations. In between came a wide 
variety of sports cars such as Jaguar (4,633); M.G. (16,110); Triumph 
(12,216); Austin-Healey (5,446); Sunbeam (1,551) and Aston Martin. 
(The figures in brackets represent the total sales of each in 1958.) 
In this category the U.K. sold nearly 40,000 vehicles last year. 


There remains a question mark as to the future of the medium- 
sized British cars such as those produced by the U.K. subsidiaries 
of U.S. firms, Ford’s (Dagenham) and Vauxhall, as well as by B.M.C. 
and Rootes. Vauxhall, whose exports to the U.S. did not start until 
late 1957, and which are distributed by the General Motors’ Pontiac 
organization, have made a particularly rapid climb in 1958. Although 
there is a wide variety of opinion, the general view appears to be that 
the successes of the Rambler and the Lark and the launching of 
medium-sized cars by the American Big Three will, in the long run, 
expand rather than diminish the general acceptance by the American 
buying public of more compact and economical cars. Certainly, after 
the bad year of recession in 1958, there is more sales optimism in the 
American automobile industry, on which such a large part of the 
economy depends. 


Automobile sales in March were the best since December 1957. 
According to the Wall Street Journal of April 6, ‘demand points to 
a strong spring market for the first time since 1955. Retail deliveries 
in March brought first quarter sales to 1,324,000, 24 per cent. higher 
than in 1958.’ ‘This latest figure co: firms to the European reader the 
huge size of the American market. li, iny event the U.K. manufacturers 
base their sober optimism on their improved new models, and, more 
especially, their greatly strengthened distribution and dealer organiza- 
tion, with improved parts supply and service backing. Complaints 
are still heard about inadequate service and spares supply by British 
manufacturers but the number of such complaints has markedly 
diminished. 


The largest national group in this year’s show, as last year, comes 
from the U.K., whose products dominate the main floor of the Coliseum 
and whose local association of manufacturers’ representatives (The 
British Automobile Manufacturers’ Association) has again provided a 
special press room for refreshments and discussion. An even greater 
coup and innovation by the B.A.M.A. on the eve of the show was 
to persuade the American domestic trade paper Automobile News to 
accept a special eight-page advertisement supplement on British cars 
in its issue of March 30. The B.A.M.A. also arranged for Britain’s 
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World Champion Grand Prix racing car, the Vanwall, to be displayed 
in the place of honour at the entrance to the Coliseum. 


Among those Present 


Sir Hugh Stephenson, British Consul General in New York, 
and Mr. I. P. Garran, H.M. Minister (Commercial) at H.M. Embassy 
in Washington, visited the show on April 7, following attendance at 
aluncheon organized by the B.A.M.A. Liaison between British officials 
in the U.S. and the representatives of the British industry is close 
and intimate. On April 8 the Deputy Consul General (Commercial) 
gave a cocktail party to enable officials and other prominent British 
businessmen in New York, including officers of the British-American 
Chamber of Commerce, to meet the leading members of the British 
industry who visited New York for the show, together with their 
U.S. distributors. 


Visitors from the U.K. included Dr. F. Llewellyn Smith, Managing 
Director of Rolls Royce, with two of his fellow directors, the Hon. 
Geoffrey and the Hon. Brian Rootes, of the Rootes Group, Mr. 
Charles L. P. Edmonds, Export Sales Manager of Standard-Triumph 
Motor Co., Mr. J. W. Malone and Mr. Louis Beare of B.M.C. and 
Nuffield Exports Ltd., Mr. Edward Turner, Managing Director, 
Daimler Co. Ltd., Mr. York Noble, Managing Director, York Noble 
Industries, Mr. Richard Chown, Export Sales Director of Smith’s 
Instruments, represented in the U.S. by the Nisonger Corpn., and 
Mr. John Wyer, Director of Aston Martin. 


Among the British models exhibited for the first time in the U.S. 
were, in the sports car field, the Daimler 2} litre V8 Dart sports 
car the M.G. Magnette Mark III sports saloon, the Austin-Healey 
100-6, Riley One-Point-Five, the A.C. Ace, the Aston Martin DB4 
and the Jaguar MKIX. The Rover Company, which has only recently 
set up its own importing and distribution organization in the U.S., 
was prominent for the first time in its own stand with Rover saloons 
and Land Rover products. Mr. H. Gordon Munro is President of 
the new Rover subsidiary, the Rover Motor Company of North 
America Ltd., operating from Toronto, Vancouver and New York. 
On the Rootes Group stand were many Humber, Hillman, Singer 
and Sunbeam models not previously seen in New York. Another 
entirely new British product was the one cyclinder Nobel fibre glass 
saloon, available in three- or four-wheel models. On the B.M.C. 
stand (handled by Hambro Automotive Corpn., of New York, their 


importing representatives) innovations were the A.55 Cambridge 
and the A.40.

No British scooters or motor cycles were shown. Among the 
exhibitors of motor fuels, tyres and accessories the Dunlop Tyre 
& Rubber Corp. (of Buffalo, New York), Lucas Electrical Services 
Inc. and Nisonger Corp. (representing Smith’s Instruments and 
other British parts manufacturers) were prominent. Perhaps the 
most interesting feature of the exhibits from countries other than 
the U.K. was the fact that the Japanese participated for the first time 
with the Datsun, Daihatsu, Prince and Toyopet. 

While the future cannot be predicted with accuracy, the outlook 
for British car sales in the U.S., despite increasingly fierce competition 
from the French, German and Italian manufacturers (with the 
Japanese now also in the field) and with the certainty of U.S. economy 
car production, give no grounds for undue pessimism. Great successes 
have already been achieved in the last two years. In 1957, according 
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to the U.S. Bureau of Census import statistics, the total number of 
British cars imported was 95,510, to a value of $122 million. In 1958, 
153,475 British cars entered the country to a value of $193 million. 
The Germans, runners up, sent 134,619 cars here in 1958 to a total 
value of $146 million. The French, with 89,439 units in 1958, are 
some way behind and the Italians, with 30,406, are well in the rear 
of the leaders. But in 1958 the French more than doubled their 1957 
figures, while the Italians trebled theirs. ‘The number of foreign car 
imports in 1958 surpassed expectations by reaching the large total 
of 430,808. Sales reports for the first quarter of 1959 from British 
manufacturers’ representatives indicate even greater volume than 
last year and according to B.A.M.A., sales orders for British cars to 
be shipped to the U.S. during the second quarter, which were finalized 
at dealer meetings held during the show, have already passed the $100 
million mark. The Association estimates that total shipments of 
British cars this year should approach 185,000. Despite the increased 
all round competition likely to be met in 1959, therefore, there is 
good reason to hope that the British products will continue to lead the 
imported car field this year, and thus to maintain their already notable 
contribution to the U.K’s dollar export drive. 


It was reported that during the nine days of the show, orders for 
an estimated $40 million worth of imported cars were taken — almost 
double last year’s total. Rolls-Royce sold all seven cars on its stand, 
Rootes motors reported orders worth $5,473,000 for their two new 
models of the Singer Gazelle and the Humber Super Snipe and other 
firms also stated that they had booked large orders.

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Atoms in Cleveland

CLEVELAND ’S large and imposing Public Auditorium, within sight 
of Lake Erie and the St. Lawrence Seaway, was the scene of this 
year’s Atomfair (April 5 to April 10), an annual event last held in 
Chicago. As Cleveland was simultaneously host to the Fifth American 
Nuclear Congress, the fair gave manufacturers of nuclear and allied 
equipment an excellent opportunity of displaying their products and 
models to scientists and technicians gathered from all over the country, 
as well as to the atomic industry in general. About 140 firms partici- 
pated, including Vickers Armstrongs (Aircraft) Ltd. and Pye (Atomics 
Division) from the United Kingdom, a group of Canadian manu- 
facturers under the sponsorship of the Canadian Department of 
Trade and Commerce, and such giants of American industry as General 
Electric, Westinghouse, United States Steel, and Thompson Ramo 
Wooldridge. The French Atomic Energy Commission was also 
represented. 


The well-designed Vickers Armstrongs stand was excellently placed 
to display cut-away models of their reactors for research and training 
purposes and to draw attention to their ancillary equipment. It 
attracted a large number of visitors who kept the staff (senior repre- 
sentatives of the firm sent from the United Kingdom) busy answering 
questions. Equally as busy were the Pye representatives at their 
stand in an adjacent hall, on which were displayed closed circuit 
television systems for use in the nuclear industry. 


Twenty-five firms including Crown companies and some with 
United States affiliations were represented on the Canadian stands, 
which were grouped together and were designed to stimulate interest 
in Canada as a source of supply of atomic fuels and equipment. One 
of the most popular exhibits that stimulated many inquiries was a 
model railway on which three trains operated by remote radioactive 
control. Other notable exhibits included excellent models of the N.R.U. 
reactor at Chalk River in Ontario, said to be the most powerful of its 
kind in the world, and a solvent extractor plant built by the Catalytic 
Construction Company of Canada. 

As was to be expected, the United States exhibits covered the whole 
range of equipment and well illustrated their achievement in this field. 
For a layman to describe or to evaluate them is impossible, but two 
items which caught the general interest and attention were a remote 
control handler with flexible steel hands and television camera eyes 
which was claimed by its designer and maker, the Hughes Aircraft 
Company, to be able to see and handle by remote control dangerous 
radioactive materials in ‘hot’ areas (it was designated the Mobot 
Mark I); and the Snap III, a tiny heat conversion generator about 
5 ins. wide and high, designed by the Martin Company for the 
American Atomic Energy Commission, and shown supplying power 
to a radio transmitter which was in contact with amateur stations in 
the neighbourhood. It was built to supply an output of 10,000 watt 
hours over 280 days. 

For a highly specialized exhibition such as this, which was not open 
to the general public (though there was a special pre-view for students 
and teachers of science), the attendance throughout the six days was 
good and exhibitors were almost unanimously of the opinion that the 
fair, from their point of view, had been a success. As one scientist 
attending the Nuclear Congress said: ‘For me and others like me who 
are pinned down in our laboratories throughout the country, this 
fair provides the only opportunity to see what is made and by whom, 
and where to buy what we need.’ The United Kingdom representatives 
discovered a most encouraging interest in their exhibits and received 
a number of interesting inquiries of which some might lead to future 
business. ‘hey had not expected to make any sales direct from their 
stands and they considered their participation in the fair well worth 
while, partly for the interest it evoked, also for the opportunity it gave 
them to assess the products of their likely competitors, and the possi-

bilities of doing business in this market. The Canadian representatives 
expressed themselves in much the same words. 

It can be stated without much fear of contradiction therefore that 
this annual fair, which is the only one of its kind in the United States, 
and which next year will undoubtedly be even larger in size and scope, 
affords a unique opportunity for United Kingdom manufacturers of 
nuclear equipment and supplies to show their products and gain a 
foothold in this huge and developing but highly competitive market.

West Germany and Czechoslovakia 


4 PROTOCOL on the Exchange of Commodities between Czecho- 
Jovakia and the Federal Republic of Germany was signed in Bonn at 
he end of February 1959. The Protocol covers trade between the two 
ountries for the period from January 1 to December 31, 1959. 

Czechoslovak deliveries to Germany will include malt, brewing 
barley, hops, frozen and dried eggs, fruit, vegetables, seeds and various 
other agricultural products as well as a wide range of industrial 
products which will include coal, non-ferrous metals, machinery, 
ive vehicles, wood, textiles, ‘chemicals and kaolin. German 
deliveries to Czechoslovakia will include iron and steel products, 
Imachinery, motor vehicles, chemicals, textiles, electrical goods, 
optical and precision instruments and other industrial products, and 
mall quantities of agricultural products.

West Germany and Denmark 

Aw AGREEMENT on the German-Danish Exchange of Commodities 
which was signed in Bonn at the end of 1958 has now been published. 
The Agreement entered into force on January 1, 1959, and remains, 
valid until December 31, 1961. Its validity w ill be prolonged auto- 
matically for a further year unless denounced before the end of 
October 1961. 

German import quotas for Danish goods which have not been 
liberalized include cattle and pigs (live or slaughtered), brewing 
barley, seeds, plants and cut flowers, and other agricultural products. 
There are also small quotas for flax yarns and textiles. Danish import 
quotas for non-liberalized goods from Germany include wines and 
spirits, confectionery, motor assisted bicycles and parts, domestic 
electrical appliances, leather goods, shoes, and toys.

Import of Iron and Steel 


PUBLIC NOTICE No. 1/1-1/18/59 dated February 2, 
issued by the Iron and Steel Controller, Calcutta, 
below for information: 


In the import policy Notification announced on November 3, 1958, it 
was stated that import licences would be issued only for a few specified 
categories and for the other categories, like tinplate, wire, skelp, etc., no 
import licences would be issued, but the Steel Controller would arrange to 
import them against foreign credit and supply them on the basis of the recom- 
mendations of the sponsoring authorities. Arrangements are being made for 
the import of steel against foreign credits. It has, however, been found that it 
may not be possible in all cases to supply this steel in time against the 
sponsored requirements of various industries. 

2. In order to facilitate continuity of supplies for the industries it has now 
been decided, as a special measure, to issue import licences for these 
categories on the basis of the recommendations of the sponsoring authorities 
on the indents already submitted. It should, however, be noted that the 
import of steel against foreign credits will continue to be arranged, and this 
steel will be supplied as originally intended against the sponsored require- 
ments of the industries. The quantities being purchased by the Steel 
Controller and now being licensed together should meet the requirements 
of industries during April to September 1959 period also. As such there will 
be no further licensing of these items in the next licensing period. 

3. Actual users who have placed indents for these categories may now 
apply to the Iron and Steel Controller, Calcutta, or to his Regional Offices 
at Bombay or Madras as the case may be for import licences in the pres- 
cribed form. Applications should reach the respective offices by March 15,

INDONESIA 
Dealings in Estate Produce 


A NOTE has recently been received by H.M. Government from the 
Netherlands Embassy in London defining the attitude of the Nether- 


lands Government to the nationalization of Netherlands enterprises 
in Indonesia. 


The Note points out that the Netherlands Government consider 
the Nationalization Act illegal under international law and conse- 
quently they take the view that nationalization can neither annul nor 
transfer ownership and other rights of Netherlands owners of property 
in Indonesia or of the produce of this property. 

The Netherlands Government therefore continue to regard this 
property and its produce as still belonging to the Netherlands owners 
and they have formally drawn the attention of H.M. Government to 
the risk of legal action by the Netherlands owners which would be run 
by commercial and industrial enterprises who would wish to buy or 
trade in the produce of Netherlands owned enterprises in Indonesia.

BRITISH FIRMS who are interested in making arrangements with 
Canadian firms for the manufacture of their products in Canada may 
care to make use of a service which has been developed in the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, to inform Canadians of 
products offered under licence by overseas firms. Many Canadian 
manufacturers are interested in obtaining new product lines which 
they can add to their regular production, and many of these companies 
are prepared to invest in new machinery and equipment to manufacture 
the most promising products. 


Offers from overseas firms are published by the Department of 
Trade and Commerce in a regular bulletin distributed to those 
Canadian businessmen who have registered their interest in new 
products. In addition items published in this bulletin are reprinted 
in the Canadian business weekly newspaper Financial Post and in 
Industrial Canada, the monthly magazine of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association. 


Prospective licensors should be prepared to furnish photographs 
or illustrated sales leaflets along with some information on actual 
sales, patent protection and proposed general terms.

Excise Tax on Coal 


UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 54581) states that coal 
coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquettes imported into the 
United States from Canada, Japan, Mexico, United Kingdom and 
West Germany and entered for consumption or withdrawn from 
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warehouse for consumption during the period from January 1 t 
December 31, 1959, inclusive, will not be subject to the tax 
10 cents per 100 pounds prescribed in Section 4531 of the Internd 
Revenue Code of 1954. 

The Treasury Decision states further that the list of except 
countries excludes those countries from which there have been n 
imports of coal or allied fuels since January 1, 1957. Informati 
concerning the taxable status of such imports from these countn 
may be obtained from the United States Bureau of Customs. 


Tariff Rate Quota on Tuna Fish 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs has announced that 
tariff rate quota for tuna fish for the calendar year 1959 has been fix 
at 52,372,574 lbs. Imports within this quantity will be subject 
duty at the rate of 12} per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 718 
of the Tariff Act of 1930 as modified; imports of tuna fish in excess 
the quota will attract a higher rate of duty, viz. 25 per cent. 
valorem.

It has now been announced by the Department of Customs and 
Excise, Canberra, that separate Category A quotas for each of category 
items 328, 329 A and Ex 329 B (two sub-items) may be established 
for the April/July 1959 licensing period at one-third of the value of 
imports under each item in the financial year ended June 30, 1957. 
B Category quotas are to be reduced as from April 1, 1959, by the 
value of quotas established for these items. 

The value of licences taken out since April 1 by individual im- 
porters will be debited to any quota the importer may now establish 
for each category item respectively. If the value of such licences 
exceeds the value of the quotas which may be established the excess 
will be debited to the importer’s B category quota. No new applications 
for licences in excess of Category A quotas will, however, be granted, 
irrespective of circumstances.

Amendments to the Customs Tariff

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Tue Board of Trade have received from the British Embassy in 
Bagdad the text of a notice on import licensing which has been issued 
by the Directorate-General of Commerce, Ministry of Economics. 


The notice states that import licences will continue to be required 
for all goods imported into Iraq and that goods arriving in Iraq before 
an impoit licence has been obtained will be subject to confiscation. 
Importers aie advised that existing licences to import a particular 
commodity should always be used before applying for another licence 
in respect of a similar commodity, even though the country of origin 
may differ.

Commercial Use of Arabic 


T HE Board of Trade Journal of March 13 (page 639) contained a notice 
about the postponement until July 1, 1959, of the operation of Law 
No. 115 of 1958 of the United Arab Republic, regulating the com- 
mercial use of the Arabic language in correspondence, labels and trade 
marks in the Egyptian and Syrian Regions. Details of Law 115 were 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of October 3, 1958 (page 710). 

The Board of Trade have now been informed that the Syrian 
Minister of Economy and Commerce has issued an order (Decree No. 
106 of February 21, 1959), in accordance with Aiticle 4 of Law 115, 
under which wholly manufactured goods imported into Syria must 
carry in a prominent place, either on the goods themselves or, if this is 
impossible, on their containe1s or external packaging, a label in the 
Arabic language, printed on a material of stable colour, giving: 

(a) the name of the manufacturer; and 

(b) the region or country in which the goods were manufactured. 

The order is effective from July 1, 1959.

New Import Restrictions 
THE GREEK Foreign Trade Board Decision No. 15540 of April 7, 


1959, announces certain import restrictions from the European 
Monetary Agreement countries (including the United Kingdom), the 
United States and Canada. The new regulations entered into force on 
April 1, and the quotas established are to be for the remainder of 1959. 
A cash guarantee of 10 per cent. of the invoice value c.i.f. will be 
required in place of the usual appropriate advance cash deposit, for 
the commodities imported under these quotas.
